Former  UN  General  Assembly  Head, 
Dr.  Charles  Malik,  Will  Talk  at  B YU 


Dr.  Charles  II.  Malik,  internationally 
famous  statesman  and  one  of  the  guiding 
lights  behind  the  United  Nations  since  before 
its  formation,  will  speak  at  Brigham  Young 
University  forum  Monday. 

DR.  MALIK  was  president  of  the  U.  N. 
General  Assembly  in  1959  and  helped  frame 
the  principles  of  the  United  Isations  at  San 
Francisco  in  1945.  He  has  been  a delegate  to 
the  organization  since  its  formation. 

HIS  VISIT  will  open  a week  of  Interna- 
tional Brotherhood  observance  at  BYU  in 
which  emphasis  will  be  upon  the  operation 
of  the  U.  N. 

The  week  will  include  displays  set  up  by 
the  libraries  showing  United  Nations  organ- 
izations and  services,  a film  on  the  United 
Nations  shown  by  Film  Favorites  and  de- 
bates in  political  science  classes  during  the 

DK.  MALIK  has  been  called  tlie  “Con- 
science of  Mankind”  because  of  his  work  to- 
ward a just  and  moral  world  order  through 
the  United  Nations. 

He  is  also  known  as  “the  hope  of  those 
who  seek  understanding  between  the  West- 
ern Powers  and  the  Middle  East.” 


DR.  MALIK  was  born  in  a northern  Leb- 
anese village,  son  of  a Christian  Arab  doctor, 
in  1906.  He  was  educated  at  an  American 
mission  school  in  Tripoli,  the  American  Uni- 
versity of  Beirut  and  Harvard,  where  he  re- 
ceived his  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 

He  has  lived  in  the  United  States  for  over 
15  years,  working  as  student,  teacher  and 
diplomat.  At  the  American  University  in  Bei- 
rut and  Harvard  he  has  taught  mathematics, 
physics  and  philosophy. 

IN  DIPLOMACY,  he  has  served  as  Leb- 
anese Foreign  Minister  in  1956-1958,  ambas- 
sador to  the  United  States  in  1954-55  as  well 
as  U.N.  president. 

Dr.  Malik’s  writings  have  been  published 
in  Arabic,  American  and  European  periodi- 
cals. He  has  written  tw'o  books,  “War  and 
Peace”  and  “The  Problem  of  Asia.”  .

IOC  chief  Says  . . . 

Petition  Violates  C onstitution  Rights

The  controversial  student  petition  to  ban 
social  units  from  Brigham  Young  University 
is  “greatly  in  violation  of  the  American  prin- 
ciple of  freedom  and  democracy,”  said  Klane 
Forsgren,  president  of  IOC  in  a written 
statement  to  the  Daily  Universe. 

FORSGREN  challenged  the  petition  on 
three  points: 

— That  “the  Bll  of  Rghts  declares  that 
all  men  have  the  right  to  private  assembly.” 

— That  the  committee  responsible  for 
starting  the  petition  said  they  did  not  ap- 
prove of  some  rush  activities  and  ignored 
progress  which  has  been  made  in  “cleaning 
up”  rush  procedures  this  year. 

— That  the  statement  that  social  unit 
theory  is  in  violation  of  our  school  philosophy 
is  not  true.  “I  thought  that  the  school  was 
desirous  of  cultivating  individual  growth,” 
Forsgren  said.  “How  ffrany  of  our  student- 
body  ofifcers  are  unit  members  and  how 
many  have  responsble  Church  jobs?”  he 
asked. 

FORSGREN  CALLED  on  students  to  con- 
sider these  points  before  making  up  their 
minds  on  how’  to  vote.  “Don’t  violate  our 
heritage  of  freedom  in  denying  any  minority 
group  the  right  to  exist,”  he  said. 

Forsgren  made  the  statement  in  repre- 


senting the  IOC  office,  social  units  and  “all 
organized  groups  on  campus.” 

CONCERNING  problems  of  questionable 
rush  practices,  Forsgren  said  “Many  students 
do  not  approve  of  these.”  However,  the  IOC 
has  made  progress  this  j’ear  in  clearing  up 
some  of  the  problems,  he  said. 

Forsgren  cited  instances  of  reform  initi- 
ated this  year.  They  include  “virtual  elim- 
ination of  one-way  rides,  stopping  ‘bad  scrud 
dinners’  where  rushees  were  forced  to  eat 
objectionable  items,  and  paddling,  which  has 
become  “negligible.” 

“WE  FEEL  WEA'E  been  about  80  per 
cent  successful  in  our  drive  to  eliminate  bad 
aspects  of  rushing,”  he  said. 

Some  units  still  need  to  clean  up  their 
dress  on  campus,  he  said.  Another  area  where 
improvement  is  needed  is  in  the  noise  and 
disturbance  some  units  create  on  campus. 

FORSGREN  SINGLED  out  Val  NoriTS, 
Vikings,  Brigadiers,  Tausigs  and  Tokalon  for 
speciM  praise  in  their  rush  activities,  and  all 
units  for  their  stand  on  academic  emphasis. 

Units  have  also  been  very  active  in  pro- 
moting Homecoming,  Songfest,  Winter  Car- 
nival, the  Freshman  carnival  and  other  stu- 
dentbody events,  he  said. 

“STl’DENTS  SHOULD  realize  that  every 
group  has  problems  to  overcome,”  he  said. 
“Campus  housing  has  problems,  but  that 
does  not  mean  we  should  drop  it.”

Social  Units’  Survival 

The  sudden  petition  by  a group  of  students  to  have 
the  question  of  social  unit  survival  put  to  a vote  has 
caught  most  students  entirely  unawares. 

We  suspect  that  initiators  of  the  action  are  also,  a 
little  surprised  at  the  growing  problems  the  petition  pre- 
sents. Seldom  have  so  many  intricate  questions  been 
left  unanswered. 

First,  some  proponents  of  the  petition  say  that  if 
the  bill  is  passed  it  may  not  mean  the  end  of  units  but 
will  only  be  a mandate  to  them  to  “clean  up  or  get  out.” 

We  doubt  if  this  can  be  done.  The  phrasing  of  the 
petition  leaves  no  question — it  calls  for  complete  dismis- 
sal of  all  social  units.  When  the  petition  is  presented  to 
the  ASBYU  Senate,  the  senate  will  have  no  choice  but  to 
i'aft  a bill  saying  just  tins.  If  the  bill  is  passed  by  a 
majoritv  of  students  in  the  election  then  it  becomes  a 
law  which  no  one  will  be  able  to  circumvent  by  saying 
it  is  only  a bludgeon  to  be  used  to  mop  up  units. 

What  then,  can  be  done  for  those  who  want  units 
cleaned  up  but  not  kicked  out?  The  only  alternative 
would  seem  to  be  another  petition  of  some  sort  estab- 
lishing more  effective  control  over  the  actions  of  units 
or  prescribing  what  activities  can  be  engaged  in.  As  it 
stands  now,  students  must  vote  either  for  or  against 
units,  but  not  to  clean  them  up. 

Also,  there  is  a question  of  the  petition’s  constitu- 
tionality. Some  unit  members  say  ft  is  unconstitutional 
because  it  violates  rights  of  assemblage.  But  such  rights 
are  not  recognized  in  ASBYU  constitution,  which  only 
says  “recognized”  units  will  be  members  of  lOG^  Are 
such  “inalienable  rights”  then  in  existence?  Who  deter- 
mines what  a recognized  unit  is?  Right  now  this  is  partly 
a student  government  and  partly  an  administration  func- 
tion. ' 

Thus  the  petition  may  not  violate  rights  of  assem- 
blage, but  will  remove  university  and  student  sanction 
of  social  units. 

Besides,  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  decides  wheth- 
er or  not  a law  is  constitutional,  and  at  least  one  court 
justice  is  playing  a lead  role  in  getting  the  petition  cir- 
culated. Under  the  constitution  now,  he  apparently  need 
not  disqualify  himself  in  case  the  question  comes  before 
him. 

Another  problem — how  deep  is  feeling  against  social 
units  on  campus?  Better  than  92  per  cent  of  the  student 
body  does  not  belong  to  a unit.  What  portion  of  these 
students  have  an  active  dislike  for  units  ? No  one  knows 
— and  probably  no  one  will  know  until  after  the  election. 

Also,  in  big  elections  about  half  the  studentbody 
votes,  which  includes  most  social  unit  members.  Will  the 
usual  non-voter  turn  out  now  that  such  a hot  question  is 
put  befoi’e  him?  Most  of  those  who  refrain  from  voting 
are  not  social  unit  members — ^how  will  they  vote  about 
units?  A survey  of  student  attitudes  towards  social  units 
is  badly  needed  now. 

What  part  will  the  administration  play  in  the  ques- 
tion? Speaking  for  himself,  John  T.  Bernhard  told  the 
Universe  that  the  petition  is  something  students  have 
to  think  about  very  seriously.  “I  think  that  the  admin- 
istration is  concei-ned  that  the  proper  environment  for 
students  exists-on  campus,  but  we  recognize  that  student 
government  implies  certain  responsibilities  on  the  part 
of  students  to  determine  what  type  of  environment  they 
should  live  and  study  under  at  BYU,”  he  stated. 

The  big  question  is,  if  sopial  units  are  done  away 
with,  then  what?  Will  they  go  “underground”?  Or  will 
they  be  permitted  to  operate  but  without  sanction  from 
the  university?  Those  who  would  do  away  with  units 
must  be  ready  to  present  an  acceptable  and  workable 
alternate  plan  to  fill  these  students’  needs. 

The  alternate  plan  discussed  most  frequently  is  to 
shunt  all  this  social  effort  into  the  already-organized 
MIA  programs.  Those  proposing  such  a plan  argue  it 
will  give  the  Church  a tremendous  shot  in  the  arm.  Un- 
doubtedly this  would  be  true,  if  it  could  be  done. 

It  would  be  a mistake  to  underestimate  this  move- 
ment. The  alacrity  with  which  the  petition  gained  en- 
ough signatures  to  place  it  before  the  students  shows 
there  is  a strong  undercurrent  of  feeling  on  the  subject. 
Social  units  could  make  no  more  fatal  mistake  now  than 
to  regard  the  petition  lightly. 

The  Daily  Universe  as  yet  takes  no  stand  on  this 
question,  but  opens  its  columns  to  serious  discussions 
of  the  pros  and  cons  of  the  movement.  Such  discussion 
should  be  beneficial  to  the  entire  studentbody,  and  to 
social  units  in  particular  which  in  the  past  have  shown 
an  amazing  misunderstanding  of  basic  public  relations 
principles.

Back  in  1917,  long  before  the 
BYU  officially  established  the 
social  unit  system  on  campus,  a 
group  of  students  organized  a 
club  which  was  not  a profession- 
al or  honorary  fraternity,  be- 
cause their  chosen  fields  were 
varied. 

Their  reason  for  forming  this 
club  was  based  upon  three  qual- 
ities that  they  all  had  in  com- 
mon: high  ideals,  a thirst  for 
success,  and  a sincere  desire  for 
fellowship.
